BRITISH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 2, 4 p.m. (via 
London, 5:30 p.m.)—The Brit- 
ish forces on this front were 
surprised to find among the 
prisoners taken last night 
sailors from the second Ger- 
man naval division which had 
been rushed to the Somme 
front. This force was for the 
first time employed outside of 
Beigium, where the sailors had 
been kept for two years with, 
their naval guns, which guard 


the coast. 
and characterized them as confisca- 
tory since the low grades of a great 
quantity of the ores produced made 
impracticable the operation of mines 
under such conditions.

Rose, coun- 
sel for the American interests, after 
the publication of dispatches from 
Peking indicating ‘conclusion of the 
agreement. Mr. Rose was present 
during most of the negotiations and 
drew up the contract, which now 
has been signed. 

Under the agreement, Mr. Rose 
said, the Siems-Carry Company of 
St. Paul, Minn., contracts to con- 
Struct as soon as possible with 
money furnished by the American 
International Corporation 1500 miles 
of railroad through the richest sec- 
tions of China, and obtains an op- 
tional contract to build another 1500 
miles later. 

China at present has but 6000 
miles in the whole empire. 

Estimating the cost per mile at 
$40,000 completely equipped, the 
Siems-Carry contract calls for an 
expenditure of $60,000,000 with the 
purpose of doubling that amount if 
the option is taken up. The largest 
previous loan in China's history was 
the Hukuang loan of 1911 by Ger- 
man, British, French and American 
bankers, totaling about $30,000,000. 

Negotiations for the new project 
were started last May during the 
visit in China of W. F. Carry. Agree- 
ment virtually was reached through 
Tsao Ju Liang, the Minister of Com- 
merce, just before the death of Pres- 
ident Yuan Shi Kai. Late in May 
Mr. Carry returned to this country 
and during July completed arrange- 
ments for the financing of the under- 
taking through the American Inter- 
national Corporation in New Yark. 

The contract does not call for any 
specific location for the new lines 
but leaves that open to later dis- 
cussion. Pending advices, however, 


largely through the rich minerai and 
mining provinces of Shensi, Kansua, 
Huan, Kwangsi, 
Chekiang, which are largely in the 
British and French spheres of in- 
flUence in China. Engineers are al- 
ready at work and orders are ex- 
pected very shortly in this country 
for construction materials.

The Faust of Poland has been 
sold to bring relief to the stricken 
artists of that country, who, since 
the outbreak of the war, have taken 
refuge in Paris. His name is Twar- 
doski, and he is as immortal in the 
legends of his country as Goethe's 
famous character is in Germany. He 
also sold his soul to the devil, but 
it was redeemed through the good- 
ness of the woman he loved. New 
he has been sold again, but this 
time for no selfish reasons, but in 
the cause of his countrymen. 

This Twardowski is a gayly-ap- 
pareled doll, a favorite of Ignace 
Jan Paderewski, the famous Polish 
pianist, who arrived here with his 
wife, Mrs. Helene Paderewski, yester- 
day. They have a remarkable collec- 
tion of dolls, made by the artists of 
Paris, which Mrs. Paderewski has 
been selling to aid their countrymen. 
Her husband has been donating the 
larger part of the proceeds from his 
concerts to’relief work. 

Mr. Paderewski had used the figure 
of the Polish character as his mas- 
cot. The doll would occupy a posi- 
tion of attention on the piano while 
the virtuoso was playing composi- 
tiens, But as he was the most valu- 
able doll of the collection it was de- 
cided to dispose of him, and a tiny 
red-haired and green-ciad doll, Zaza, 
has taken the place of Twardowski 
as Mr. Paderewski’s mascot. 

Mr. and Mrs. Paderewski are to 
remain here this week. The note! 
Pianist will give two concerts dur- 
ing his visit, the one tonight at 
Trinity and the other Saturday aft- 
ernoon. While her husband enthralls 
with his musica! genius, Mme. Pad- 
erewski will sell dolis to aid her 
countrymen. 

This afternoon she is to be the 
guest of Mrs. Thilo Becker and will 
describe to local society people the 
pitiable condition of the girls of Po- 
land.

In the Hatzeg Mountains 
enemy attacks on both sides of the 
Strehl (Sztrigy) Valley were re- 
pulsed. - Oborea heights was taken 
by Austrian troops. 

“South,of Bucharest enemy treops 
have gained a footing on the right 
bank of the Danube. Southwest of 
Toprai Sari (Dobrudja) enemy at- 
tacks were repulsed.”

WOMEN CAMPAIGNERS 
FOR HUGHES ON TOUR. 


Special Train with Suffragists Aboard Leaves New 
York for Five Weeks’ Transcontinental Trip — Crowd 
Cheers as Seekers of Better Nation-wide Social Condi- 
tions Begin Journey—Pro minents in Party. 


TIMES, Oct. 2.—The first 
women who ever have at- 
tempted an organized campaign in 
the interest of national politics left 
New York today on a speaking tour 
of the country. It was with a fare- 
well demonstration worthy of the 
novelty and significance of the un- 
dertaking that the women’s Hughes 
campaign train pulled out of Grand 
Central terminal at 11 o'clock for 
its five-weeks’ transcontinental trip.

What the next few days may pro- 
duce in the way of sunshine and 
clear weather will permanently es- 
tablish the limits to which the bean 
crop has been damaged, is the way 
it is put by those who know. J 
President Shipley of the Califor- 
nia Lima Bean Growers’ Association 
stated yesterday that the loss in 
Southern California to beans would 
not amount to over $100,000. When 
it is recalled that the output is 
2,000,000 sacks, worth $10,000,000, 
the figures issued by Mr. Shipley are 
at least reassuring. The beans of 
this year’s crop are on the ground 
in the bean field to the extent of 75 
per cent. and it is essential that they 
get plenty of sunny weather if they 
are to escape mildew and the con- 
sequent popping of the pods. Rai- 
sins, grapes, walnuts and alfalfa, 
which were involved in the _ esti- 
mates made, seem to have escaped 
serious damage. In the citrus belt 
this is admitted on all sides. 
Yesterday's rainfall lasted from 
midnight until 1 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, and during that time .42 of 
an inch fell. At times the downpour 
was heavy, but most of the time the 
rain came down gently, forming a 
mist. The total fall for the storm in 
this city was 1.93 inches. 

The rain did little or no damage 
to the telephone or power lines that 
carry throughout this city its means 
of telephone communication and its 
sources of power for light and street- 
car service.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Oct. 2.—Whether Cali- 
fornia goes “dry” alcoholically in the 
November elections, it is to be com- 


paratively dry atmospherically for 
the autumn and winter. Such, at 
least, is the prediction of 8. V. Re- 
hart, long-range weather forecaster, 
who, for ten years has prognosti- 
cated with a great measure of suc- 
cess the weather for California for 
the year. 

Departing for the first time from 
his custom of predicting the weather 
for California only, Rehart this year 
ventures the assertion that the East- 
ern States are in for an abnormally 
heavy precipitation during midwin- 
ter. In addition, he, for the first, ex- 
plains his methods in weather fore- 
casting. 

“For the winter and season of 
1916 and 1917 on the Pacific Coast, 
a conservative forecast would be to 
predict a long, dry fall, followed by 
less than normal precipitation,” pre- 
dicted Rehart yesterday from his 
Lakeview (Oregon) home, 

EXPLAINS SYSTEM. 


Going on to explain for the first 
time his methods, Rehart says: 

“For the past forty-two years cold 
summers have been followed by 
more or less dry seasons, and, for 
the same period of years, long hot 
summers have been followed by sea- 
sons of more than normal precipita- 
tion 

“Generally, the precipitation 
period or periods corresponds close- 
ly ‘with the heat period or periods 
of the preceding summers, both in 
duration and intensity. Generally, 
though not always, the precipitation 
periods begin six months after the 
beginning of heat periods of the pre- 
ceding summer. 

“The past year, the Pacific Coast 
has experienced an exceptionally 
cool spring, which extended to July, 
followed by three short heat periods 
of normal! intensity tn July, August 
and September, ‘indicating, under 
‘old probabilities,’ the following 
forecasts: 

“An exceptionally dry fall, ex- 
tending to the months of January, 
February and March, with a total 
precipitation of 75 per cent. of 
normal. 

“In the Eastern States, where an 
abnormal heat period was experi- 
enced during midsummer, abnormal

Youths at Play Uncover Explosives 
Believed to Belong to Gang of 
Postoffice Burglars — Car 
Stripped of Numbers 
is Also Located. 


A dynamite cache that presumably 
belonged to the men who have re- 
cently broken into several suburban 


postoffices was discovered yesterday 
at the rear of the home of J. W. 
Higgins, No. 2025 Hudson street, 
Florence. Two boys were playing 
with a fuse when seen by Mr. Hig- 
gins, who at first thought they had 
obtained this at a neighboring stone 
quarry and were unaware of its 
nature. 

When questioned about it, they 
led him to his own back yard and 
disclosed a large can of nitro- 
glycerine, tools for working on safes 
and additional fuse, He immediate- 
ly notified the Sheriff’s office, and 
Deputies Fox and Nolan, accom- 
panied by Postal Inspector Ranger, 
went to the place and took charge 
of the explosives.

Jury Disagrees as to Other 
Conspiracy Defendant. 
Delibereses Leng. on 
Farming Company Case. 


Court to Pronounce Sentence 
the Coming Monday. 


Fred L. Foster, son of one of the 
original incorporators of ‘the Al- 
falfa Farming and Dairying Com- 
pany, was yesterday found guilty of 
conspiracy to use the mails to de- 
fraud, in connection with the affaira 
of the corporation. The jury, in 
United States District Judge Trip- 
pet's court, deliberated from 9:46 
o'clock a.m. till 6:80 p.m., then dis- 


agreed as to the guilt of J. B. Mayer, 
former president of the First Nae . 
tional Bank of Corcoran, and joint- 
ly charged with Foster. Judge Trip- 
pet will sentence Foster Monday. 

The Alfalfa Farming and Dairying 
Company was a $1,000,000 cérpora- 
tion that begun business jn the sum- 
mer of 1912 with a proposition to 
Place 2,000,000 shares of stock on 
the market at $1 a share. The orig- 
inal incorporators were J. B. Mayer, 

. L. Foster, Lee Riddle, s. L. Chero- 
skee and Ray G. Veazy. 

The original proposition was to buy 
what is known as the Nis 
ranch, in Kings county, for $100,000, 
and the testimony showed that 
Fred L. Foster, son of R. L. Foster, 
who originated the scheme, should 
sell the property, he was to $20,- 
000 from Mrs. nm, as mis- 
Sion on the sale. Mayer, who at the 
time ‘was president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Corcoran, was made 
president of the company, but in 
October, 1912, he disposed of the 
single share of stock held in his 
name, and had nothing more to do 
with the company. 

The evidence showed that for 
some nths large blocks of the 
Stock Were sold by agents working 
on commission, and that the receipts 
were about $10,000 on that account. 
Of this amount $2500 was paid to 
Mr. Hansen on the option for the 
1100 acres of land, and the balance; | 
it was said by the defendants, was 
eaten up in commissions and ex- 
penses of various kinds.

Morrison, who 
refused a new trial to the defendants ce 
in the action brought by May Catlin, 
administratrix of the estate of John Fy.

The annual fall migration of east- 
ern hoboes, bums and vicious char- 
acters to Southern California is al- 
ready well under way, investigations 
made yesterday by the Sheriff's office 
reveal. A visit to a number of the 
tramp “hangouts” was made by Dep- 
uties Fox and Nolan, and they re- 
ported that the “jungles” are al- 
ready well filled with the. question- 
able element that wants to enjoy the 
balmy winters of this section.

DEATH MOTOR’S 
DRIVER NAMED. 


Official Inquiry of Jordan 
Tragedy Ordered. 


Accident Discovered. 


District Attorney may Act on 
Evidence Found. 


Coincidentally with the naming of 
the man who is alleged to have 
driven the car whose collision with 
that of Robert C. Jordan caused the 
death of the wealthy Alhambra con- 
tractor and the discovery of two wit- 
nesses to the remarkable accident, 
the District Attorney yesterday or- 
dered a complete investigation of the 
facts and official action will hinge 
upon its result. : 

The driver of the car, according 
to Attorney Joseph Musgrove, who 
has investigated the case on behalf 
of the widow, is Charles Lytle, a 
former employee of the City Transfer 
Company of Riverside. In the car 
was also a young woman, a cousin 
of Mr. Lytle. The names ef the two 
witnesses are for the time being 
withheld. 

When Mr. Jordan’s motor car, im- 
pelled by a rear-end collision, hurtled 
into the Ramona Garage, crashing 
into another car under which F. W. 
Fuller, proprietor of the garage, was 
working, bothemen were knocked un- 
conscious. Mr. Jordan never re- 
covered, dying twenty-four hours 
later in the Alhambra Hospital. Mr, 
Fuller could not explain the acci- 
dent, and abbas og with the excep- 
tion of 8-year-old Robert C. Jordan, 
Jr., believed Mr. Jordan had 
control of his machine. The little 
boy persisted in repeating “a man 
bumped papa.” 

Then J. H. Parcels appeared at

FORNIA lost one of its

Wives” and “The Little Brown Dog.” 

Just prior to her death she had 
completed what. will undoubtedly 
prove to be her most delightful novel 
and her most pretentious literary 
production, to be called “The Chry- 
salis..”. Competent judges who have 
read it, declare that if ever there 
was a story which perfectly ex- 
presses the transition from girlhood 
to womanhood, this work does. 

Although her store of strength 
was piteously slender the last few 
months of her life, her spirit was 
strong and she devoted a greater 
portion of the last two months to 
collaborating with another author tn 
the creation of three very lovely 
photodramas for women stars.

For the use of the land 
two years and the loss of 
profits he should have next 
year and the years thereafter, 
he asks to be forgiven the 
debt of $600 and given a sum 
of $15,361.60 in addition as 
damages.

OPERATIONS LAWFUL. 


James Sinclair, entomologist and 
purchaser of butterflies for collec- 


|tions, may conduct his business 


through the United States mails. 
Word was received here yesterday 
that the Postoffice Department, after 
an investigation extending over three 
months, has decided not to inter- 
fere with the operations of Mr. Sin- 
clair. 

This furnishes the sequel to an 
unusual case that found its way into 
the Federal courts early this year. 
Mr. Sinclair was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury, on the charge 
that he had used the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with offers to 
buy butterflies from original collec- 
tors, and another charge of devising 
schemes to defraud and using the 
malls in furtherance thereof. He 
was acquitted of the. latter charge, 
but a jury found him guilty of the 
former, even though United States 
District Judge Van Fleet, in passing 


sentence, openly said he did not think 


Mr. Sinclair guilty and that the de- 
fendant had not. been proved guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt. Not only 
that, but the court criticised the 
grand jury for finding the indict- 


ment and Federal officials for insist- 


ing on it. However, the judge said, 
the jury had found a verdict of guilty 
and there was nothing to do but im- 
pose sentence; the jury had asked 
for leniency, but this he would have 
granted even had the jury not asked 
it. He imposed a smal! fine. 

Mr. Sinclair declared yesterday, 


those freak verdicts for which our 
juries are famous, and ich was 
not justified, either by the law or the 
evidence. The comments of the trial 
judge upon receiving the verdict suf- 
ficiently establishes its status, and 
the light fine which he imposed upon 
me, with the assurance that if I had 
not the cash in hand to pay it I 
should have all the time I needed 
to do 80, further emphasized his 
opinion.”

He took an active part for Hayes in the 
campaign of 1876 and was repeatedly elect- 
ed chairman of Republican county and 
State conventions, but was never a candl- 
date for office until January, 1893, when 
he ran for the United States Senate and 
received the entire Republican vote in the 
Legislature, but was defeated by David 
Turpie, Democrat. In 1897 he was elected 
United States Senator by a majority of 
twenty-one against the “Tall Sycamore of 
the Wabash,” Daniel W. Voorhees. He was 
a member and chairman of the United 
States and British joint high commission 
which met in Quebec in 1898 for the ad- 
justment of Canadian questions. His term 
of office as United States Senator expired 


March 4, 1903, and the next year he was | 


elected Vice-President of the United States 
by the largest popular and electoral vote 
ever given to a Republican nominee. 
Ex-Vice-President and next VicePres!- 
dent Fairbanks is a Republican of the stal- 
wart, loyal, stand-pat, stand-fast and stand- 
sure variety, “and of such is the kingdom 
of heaven.”.

Executive pardons, pardon boards and pro- 
bationary pardons afford many avenues of 
escape for felons. ‘Even life sentences are 
no longer formidable; for, under the ruling 
of our presemt State Pardon Board, a life 
prisoner may be released on probation after 
serving eight and one-half years, 
According to the theory of the law a life 
sentence is almost tamount to capital 
and tm! the when the

ous verdict indeed. But at the present 
time probation has so interfered that a 
life sentence means a quicker release than 
one inflicting confinement in a penal in- 
stitution for twenty years. 
“ Especial attention has been called to pro 
bationary sentences by a recent opinion of 
the Attorney-General concerning the polit- 
feal status of a probationer. Atty.-Gen. 
Webb ruled that a felon released on proba-

Clever criminal attorneys are now advis- 
ing their clients to be content with life 
sentencés rather than with those for inter- 
mediary periéds. Under the rules of the 
State Board of Pardons a life prisoner may 
Be released after eight and a half years 
of actual time served, while a prisoner sen- 
tenced for twenty years may not be re- 
leased’ until he has served twelve and one- 


half years. Two noted cases of late have | 


brought this ruling into prominence. A 
member of the famons Kelly ring of thugs 
and crooked politicians in Oakland was on 
trial for murder. It was what is commonly 
termed a “second-degree” case, which meant 
imprisonment for an intermediary number 
of years. But his attorney asked for and 
secured a life sentence, as that gave prom- 
ise of,a quicker release. 

Warren K. Billings, a Sgn Francisco 
union-labor agitator and dynamiter, blew 
up a portion of that city’s preparedness pa- 
rade, killing nine perspns and wounding 
forty others. A San Francisco jury has 
found him gullty and a San Francisco judge 
has fixed his penalty at life imprisonment. 
Billings will go to a prison where the 
guards are all union mén. He will fill a 
clerical position in place of taking his place 
in the jute mill, for no man who has served 
as a delegate to the San Francisco Union 
Labor Council is sent there under the pres- 
ent administration; and at the end of eight 
and a half years he will be eligible for re- 


4Jease on probation. That means he will 


serve one year in prison for each of his 
murders. The jury that convicted Billings 
recommended life imprisonment; but it is 
not likely that more than two or three 
jurors knew in making that recommenda- 
tion that it means in reality confinement for 


not more than eight .and er years.

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NOTHER ROLDT IN THE DIRT. 

When President Wilson disgraced his 
high office by bargaining with Gompers to 
force the Adamson bil) through, Congress, 
in return for the promise of the latter to 
deliver the union-labor vote, the excuse 
given to the American people was that the 
shameful and cowardly act was necessary 
in order to save the commercial and indus- 
trial interests of the nation from the dis- 
aster of a general strike and tie-up of the 
railroads of the country. It was the plea 
of the bank cashier who turns over the de- 
positors’ money: to robbers because he is 
too cowardly to resist the thieves.

‘THE WOMEN ON PAROLE. 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

BY DR. KATHARINE 8. DAVIS, 
Chairman, New York City Parole 
Commission. 

T IS the duty of a City Parole 
Commission to pass on the ap- 
plication for parole of all persons 

committed to the penitentiary and 
the city reformatory, and also of the 
men and women sent, on indeter- 
minate sentence, to the workhouse. 
It means, in New York, that we 


about 16 per cent. are women. 


The commission was created by 
the New York Legislature in 1915, 
but the provisions making the act 
operative did not go into effect until 
January 1, 1976, so that considera- 
tion could be given the paroles of 
those only whose terms commenced 
after that date; and we began to 
parole women prisoners only with 
July of this year. I cannot, there- 
fore, speak from the viewpoint of 
knowledge gained by the commis- 


sion on the value of parole to wom- 


en; the time has been too short. 

My opinion is based on thirteen 
years’ experience as superintendent 
of the New York State Reformatory 
for Women and on my obsérvations 
of the working of parole law in otb- 
er States. 3 

The success of a parole law de- 
pends on two things: First, on the 
character of the person to be placed 
on parole—whether or not she is 
ready for it; and, second, the care 
she will receive after being placed 
on parole. When women are con- 
cerned it is absolutely necessary 
that provision be made for a proper 
home and proper Work during the 
period of her parole. It is often im- 
possible to return her to the home 
from which she came. We found 
by our experience at the State Re- 
formatory at Bedford that a per- 
centage four times as great violated 
parole when allowed to go back to 
their own homes than when new 
homes were found for them, because 
in their old homes they were re- 
turned to circumstances precisely 
the same as contributed to their ar- 
rest and detention. 

The ability to place girls success- 
fully. in working positions depends 
in turn on giving them some voca- 
tiona) training, while they are in the 
institution, along industrial _lines. 
The great defect at present in State 
reformatories throughout the coun- 
try is the lack of the possibility of 
giving a sufficient training. Most in- 
stitutions provide training in dotmes- 
tic work, fitting the women to be 
cooks, laundresses and waitresses. 
Any girl, able and willing to do 
housework of any description, can 
be satisfactorily placed at good 
wages. At Bedford we had, for this 
reason, a higher percentage of suc- 
cess with colored girls and with 
girls of foreign birth than with girls 
of American parentage. 


It is very difficult to give exact | 


statistics as to the success and fail- 
ure of women on parole. The wom- 
en who have been paroled are not 
all dead yet, and before a woman is 
dead you cannot be certain she is 
permanently lost or saved any more 
than you can be certain that a rheu- 
matism patient, discharged from a 
hospital, is permanently cured and 
safe from danger of a relanse. One 
woman, committed to the State Re- 
formatory as a shoplifter, was re- 
leased on parole and kept her pa- 
role. She married, had children and 
lived a good life for seven years. 
Then, subjected to the same tempta- 
tion which had originally overcome 
her, she committed the offense 


again. 
It is impossible legally to follow . 


up parole women after the expira- 
tion of the term of jurisdiction per- 
mitted by law. When that-term has 
expired the relationship must be vol- 
untary on both sides. The woman 
may move out of the State. Re- 
cently, while I was in California, a 
young woman. who bad gone 
after release from the New 
State Reformatory, visited me and 
told how she had been leading an 
absolutely good and a happy life. It 
would have been impossible to trace 
her; only her voluntary action fur- 
nished the information. ¢ 

Many giris hesitate to commun!- 
cate with us because, on the one 
hand, they may not be doing well 
and, on the other, they are ashamed 
to let their former life be known. I 
have known a young woman to meet 
me on the street and pass by with 
studious avoidance of recognition. 
When, subsequently, I encountered 
her when she could not evade speak- 
ing and asked her why she ignored 
me, she replied she did not want 
anyone to know she had been in the 
Bedford institution. 
quite a number of friends who had 
not been there. 

In all, I have had sixteen years’ 
experience with women in situations 
involving fall and reclamation and 
I believe thoroughly that, parole Is 
worth while. The number of suc- 
cesses justifies it.

VETERAN DIES AT

ACUUM CHEAPEST 
TO CLEAN STREETS. 


Contrasting costs, the efficiency 
Gepartment yesterday submitted to 
the Board of Public Works a report 
on the various methods of clean- 
ing the streets by machines, which 
shows that the vacuum sweepers do 
the work cheapest, and that the 
horse-drawn flushers are more satis- 


ers. As compared with a battery 
of two horse-drawn flushers, the 

ven flusher operates at a 
cost of 140 per cent. per unit area 
and the vacuum machine at a cost 
of 80 per cent. 

The efficiency department made 
comparative tests of vacuum ma- 
chines and horse-drawn and motor- 
driven flushers. The cost of ma- 
chine cleaning all the 
total of 496,712,200 square yards, by 
the different methods is given as 
follows: 

By vacuum machines at $11.65 per 
1000 square yards, $57,900; horse- 
drawn fiushing machines, including 
time to and from the corral, $15.20 
per 1000 square yards, $75,500; 
motor-drawn flushers, $20.44 per 
1000 square yards, $101,500. 

The vacuum machine, removes 
about 50 per cent. of the dust upon 
streets, as tested in Pasadena; the 
horse-drawn flushers 55 per cent., 
and the m flushers 25 per 


cent. 

.- The made in co-operation 
with the City Engineer’s department 
and the Board of Public Works, 
shows that the motor flusher is 
beaten out by the horse-drawn flush- 
er on every point, including cost,

AGAIN POSTPONED. 
JTTNEY BUS ORDINANCE. 


Another week's postponement of 
the ordinance placing jitney busses 
and other for-hire vehicles under 
the control of the Board of Public 
Utilities was decided on by the City 
Council. yesterday owing to the fact 
that the City Attorney's office has 
not completed proposed changes in 

ordinance. 


One of the maa important 
changes to be made relates to tax!i- 
cabs. It is planned not togsubject 
them to the same rules and regula- 
tions as the jitney busses. The tax!- 
cab men recently put up a strong 
plea against being obliged to take 
out safety insurance to the amount 
of $11,000, which will be required 
of jitney bus owners. 

M. V. Hill, secretary of the Piec- 
tric Railways Association of Califor- 
nia, said the failure of many jitney 
busses to run during the wet weath- 
er proved the necessity of placing 
them under regulation such as 
ordinance proposed. 

Mrs. W. F. Whitcom>d said many 
of the bus men who did not operate 
acted in the int of safety. She 
spoke in favor of limiting the num- 
ber of busses on each line.

Loaves will have to weigh not 
less than twelve ounces and twenty- 
four ounces, if the ordinance is 
passed, but they may weigh more. 
A commercial tolerance is granted 
for emall loaves of three ounces and 
for large loaves of six ounces, but 
there is no tolerance below the fixed 
standard weight. 

MAY BE SMALLER. 

“The standard weight has got to 
be set,” said Councilman Topham 
after the hearing. “I think the 
rchances are it will be twelve ounces 
and twenty-four ounces, as that 
seems to be the generally-accepted 
standard throughout the country. 
However, whether it shall be ten 
and twenty ounces has not been de- 
cided.” 

Chairman Lindsey said she ex- 
pects the ordinance will be adopted 
at next Monday's meeting. 

Representatives of the city, the 
State, the county, the master bakers 
and the retail bakers attended the 
hearing yesterday.
